INSURANCE THEORY 
DISCUSSED. 


Hie Charges Against the Southern Underwriters 
Shown to be Uneupported--The Insinuations 
of the Northern Press— Dargen Generally 
Repudiated—Compearative Losees. 


DARGAN'S 


I am glad to see that Mr. Dargan’s reply to the 
eriticisms on his late essay has been received, As 
to his motives and loyalty to his section, that is 
purely a personal matter, about which the public 
are totally indifferent. As to the offensiveness of 
his article, I will only repeat that it was indignant- 


ly repudiated by all the southern 
under writers who heard it, also 
by the northern ones present, as well as since 


by the people of his own state. It was considered 
in substance a rehash of worn out theories, a revi- 
val of prejudices damaging to Our people and sec- 
tion, with comparisons, and their logical results, 
odious and distasteful to those who heard him- 
The only matter of public interest (his article hav- 
ing been pronounced by northern insurance journ- 
als the ““Keenest analysis of southern insurance 
ever made’) is, whether his unsupported theories, 
statements and comparisons, as to demoralization 
‘from defeat and poverty,’’ from climatic and 
‘accidental hazard’? are warranted by the facts 
of history,and experience, especially that of in- 
surance companies in the south, as compared with 
the north. In spite of hints at ulterior motives, 
I have no interest nor feeling in this discussion 
than is shared in common with every southern 
man. The Insurance Chronicle, which first pub- 
lished his article, has complimented the temper, 
and fairness of my reply while acknowledging 
there was considerable “provocation to bitterness.”’ 
As to my ability to discuss these matters 
even with a manager. (though my name is not her- 
alded abroad on almanac and blotters) I will leave 
to the “‘underwriters’’ and an impartial public to 
decide after I re-enforce my first article, by statis- 
‘tics and history, by reason and argument, and 
finally bidadieu to Mr. Dargan’s theories, and 
comparisons, and poor attempt to charge his want 


of success to the -“‘climatic’’ and  ‘‘acci- 
dental’’ and other demoralizations of 
his own people. I will now say to others 


of our common country, when such views and the- 
ories are held to our prejudice, they must consider 
the-facts of history, and race as well_as climate, 
and if demoralization is charged as the inevitable 
result of defeat and poverty, they must be substan- 
tiated by statistics so easily obtained. They will 
cerainly be demanded before the tribunal of pub- 
lic conscience and intelligence. I realize the value 
of your time and space, and the fact that in this 
utilitarian age knights no longer enter the lists, nor 
sophists the gymnasium for the excitement of the 
contest and the glory of the victory. 

The search for truth or the abolitionlof error and 
prejudice are the only justifications for claiming 
the attention of men of business and affairs. In 
matters affecting the financial, material and moral 
welfare of people, all theories and statements 
should be tested by experience and tried by the 
rigid laws of reason and judgment, which have 
ruled the world since Bacon gave a new direction 
to the buman mind and _e established the 
methods of investigation which resulted in ou 
splendid material civilization. The deductive 
philosophy is now only tolerated in matters 
spiritual, Inhistory and insurance we have not 
mastered the pastand cannot predict the future, 
but perhaps there may bea correction of errors by 
anew study of those facts whichare available. The 
first matter: I wish to test by the methods and 
under the limitations suggested, is 
the assértion and “‘theory,’’ as to the unprofitable- 
ness of insurance in the south as compared with 
the north, and also as to the ‘“‘excess’’ of danger to 
insurers from the carelessness and improvidence of 
our people resulting from the relaxing influence of 
climate. The best means to accomplish this pur- 
pose is to institute, a comparison of the results, of 
the business between southern and northern states, 
which contribute near the same amount of 
premiums to the companies, have near the same 
values of insurable property, and contrast most in 
climatic conditions, and fortunately the ‘Insu- 
rance Chrouicle’’ (an ackuowledged authority in 
such matters) enables this to be done. present 
below the results in losses by states as follows, (it 
being necessary in sume instances to combine two 
or more southern states to equal the northern one 
in premiuryg and insurance values):

Now take these states separately, or group them 
and the results together, and what do they show. 

We jbelieve that underwriters will recognize the 
fairness of these comparisons. We will say as to 

Mississippi and Maine that the statistics do not 


show the full premium recetpts” of the 
former, as a large portion is dij 
rected to lecal companies in the cities on her 


borders (New Uricans, Mobile and Memphis) which 
does notappearin the department reports to her 
credit, but there is uo such differencein premiums, 
insurance values or rates as to justify the splendid 
and magnificent superiority of Maine in losses. We 
are tempted tomake further comparisons, but un- 
fortunately our stock of southern states is ex- 
hausted. 

The burden of Mr. Dargan’s essay was to show 
the comparative inferiority of the south to the north 
af an insurance field. 

Thechief wail of southern underwriters comes from 
Texas. My figures show that when the same con- 
ditions of & rapidly developing state exist as in 
Minnesota the losses are as great, in spite of climatic 
theories. Look also to Maine and Mississippi, Ver- 
mont and Arkansas, and see if puritan virtues and 
frigid climes have exempted the New England 
states from losses. The fire fiend seems to have had 
unusual lite and energy there among these (socalled) 
prudent and provident peo; While congratula- 
tions are passing between M rs.

With all the experience 
of the past no one is able to say what is 
a proper rate for any fire risk. In life insur- 
ance we know thataccording to a law of nature 
and experience, a certain and fixed number 
out of every thousand or more will die each year, 
but such is the complexity of the problem in fire 
insurance, involving the phenomena of physical 
nature and the moral nature of man, no law bas 
been or cau be established as to the frequency of 
fires. There is, therefore, noexact ecientiiic data as 
to fixing of rates, but there are laws and truths 
which have a great influence on the determination 
of rates in every civilized eg mgs wef A great and 
original Scotchman, a recluse in habits totally de. 
void of all practical experience in commerce or in- 
surance, evolved from his fertile brain laws and 
truths based on the selfish principles of human na- 
ture, Which baveinfluenced England to so shape 
ber policy since the days of William Pitt as to become 
the workshop, and the center of commerce for the 
world. Statemer, capitalists, and merchants alike 
acknowledge and practice the great truths an- 
nouced by Adam Smith. Now applying his law of 
“supply and demand,”’ to insurance rates and it 
will be seen that where there is the greatest 
concentration of good buildings, of 
commerce and merchandise and _ other 
valuables, and old and permanent conditions of 
society and government, and the gratest amount of 
surplus wealth there will be found the lowest rates, 
or why else is it that there is a greaier difference be- 
tween rates in England, and the best parts of the 
north, than there is between some sections of the 
north and south? There is no escape from this 
law, until insurance isascience or the ‘“‘millini- 
um’’setsin. It is hardly a question ofcold climate 


and accidental bazzard. If so, Russia would be 
superior to France as au insurance field. 
We hope and. believe that in the 
rapidly advancing prosperity of the 


south in material wealth and permanent prosperity, 
she will soon furnish a large part of her own insur- 
ance Capital and secure the full benefits of this law 
of science and nature. The acknowledged great 
success Of the few companies she now has shows 
that she need not fear the experiment, for surely if 
they have achieved success in the dreary pen they 
can hope for still greater profits in the bright future 
now opening. 

In conclusion we are not unmindful of the evils 
of our situation, of our comparative poverty, of 
that crime following the war against our govern- 
ment and civilization, which was commit- 
ted in vengeance and madness by 
reckless politicians, adding so bitierly to the sor- 
rows of defeat and desolation. We feel that we 
have passed through all trinmphantly, that the in- 
stincts of our race, that pride in the grand achieve- 
ments of the past—in the balls of legislation, in the 
study of the philosopher, on the rostrum and on 
those fatal fields where our immortal soldiery, as 
the eloquent Swinton has said, were not defeated, 
but like Milton’s angels, ‘‘did but by annihilation 
die,’’ have sustained us and will make the future 
secure. Weknow that we havea goodly heritage, 
inviting to all inits happy conditions of soil, and 
‘‘climate’’ with land forthe poor, mines and com- 
me ce for the capitalists, and afew ‘‘good buidings’’ 
and healthy ‘‘subjects’’ for the insurance com- 
panies. But should westill be surrounded bya 
wall of prejudice, of ignorance, and fear of climate 
and disease, and immigration not pour in, and 
wealth not pile upits dazzling monuments as at 
the north, that still there may yet be a south.

I will be amply rewarded for my effort ifany of 
those of ourcommoncountry who hoid ‘‘theories’’ 
and ideas and institute comparisons to our detri- 
ment, will in considering the effects of climate and 
other supposed evils, consider the facts of history 
and race as well, and they will please have the 
goodness tosubstantiate by reason, history, and 
statistics any adversecriticism asto our physical, 
moral or mental inferiority. They will certainly 
be called for. 

Again, Mr. Editor, the great northern cities have 
been rapidly extending their business and opera- 
tions in the south for ten years, and we do not hear 
that they have any ‘‘climatic’’ theories of credits, 
and as to the war, army life and defeat, and conse- 
quent demoralization, though we are familiar with 
their agents, they seem never to have known, or 
else forgotten it. Shall the insurance companies be 
the ‘‘Bourbons of America.’’ 

Again—but more seriously—in view of the great 
destroyer which awaits us, and of the “great 
problem”’ which destiny has imposed on the south 
and her people (since the enthusiasm of liberty has 
spent its force and everything is in harmony with 
the declaration of independence), does not every 
southern man feel and know that we need all the 
““stimulus’’ and ‘confidence’ which the “instincts 
of race apd history andi experience justify, both in 
the interest of our government and civilization, 
rather than theories and comparisons to our injury 
and detriment, even though it be assumed that they 
are necessary to ‘‘maintain rates’’ and are eagerly 
applauded by insurance jouraals and presidents 6f

his school was started five years ago, and 
Iamthe fourth teacher. I have been here 
two years. About six years ago a great sheep 
man from the lower country located in the 
guich and established a ranch here. He had 
a large herd and employed many herders. 
He built the big casa up there among the cot- 
tonwoods and brought his family here, a por- 
tion of which were seven children within the 
school age. Many of his herders had fami- 
lies, and being a man of influence and wealth, 
he had no difficulty in establishing a public 
school, and he built this house. It has been 
improved a great deal since then. Formerly 
it was just an ordinary jacal, 
with mud wallsanda mud roof ard fioor. 
The teacher stood up or walked around 
during school hours. He hung bis hat up on 
the floor in one corner and shelved his books 
in another. The pupils brought sheep-skins 
to sit upon, and every night rolled them up 
with their bouks and piled the lot up in the 
two unoccupied corners. Lumber of any 
sort was very scarce. When the railroad was 
completed through, the trustees made these 
improvements—put in desks and windows, 
tacked upaceiling ahd hung doors. This 
little room was also added and fitted up for 
me. Now it is very comfortable. 
CARRYING PISTOLS TO SCHOOL. 
‘‘Well, after Mr. Robinson, the wealthy 
sheep man I spoke of, had completed his 
school house he looked about him for a 
teacher. These latter were very nearly as 
novel as lumber, but the salary was a good 
one, and he finally secured the services of an 
old fellow—an ex-stage driver, who could 
barely read and write. This country was full 
of Indians then, and the teacher and larger 
pupils went armed. He took his meals at 
Robinson’s house, but he slept here on the 
mud floor. He had a weakness for post 


whisky, and got drunk on the slightest 
provocation.

run the risk. In the meantime a gang 
of rustlers established a camp about 


ten miles from here in the canyon of the 
Lone Cottonwood, and began to prey on the 
stock and sheepmen’s flocksandherds. ‘They 
were a bold, cunning lot, and were-led by 
‘Billy the Kid’s” old partners, Jesse Evarts 
and ‘‘Mysterious Dave’’ Rodebaugh. The 
rustlers made one or two raids and succeeded 
in running off several horses and a few hun- 
dred head of stock.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 21.—The late purchase of the 
Isle of Dungeness by Andrew Carnegie,of Pittsburg, 
will rehabilitate the finest estate in America, and 
interest in our direction one of the most remarkable 
young men in the country. 


_Andrew Carnegie cannot be more than thirty-five 
years of age, and is worth anywhere from five to 
ten millions of dollars. His father, a shrewd Scot«h- 
man, came to this country from Dumfreshire when 
Andrew and his brother were quite young. He at- 
tached himself to the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany and was highly esteemed for his probity, 
his painstaking accuracyand his tong head. An- 
drew and his brother drifted into the service of the 
road and became great favorites. In the marveilous 
acherfie of development and consolidations carried 
out with this property by Thomes Seott and his 
associates, the Carnegies were given frequent oppor- 
tunjtics, which they were not slow to improve. 
They soon became the head of the 
Fdgear Thompson Iron Works, and other 
large establishments in Pittsburg. Shrewd and 
sagacious in business, they were also prominent in 
social matters, leaders in politics and patrons of 
literature in art. In politics and business they 
siruck hands with Harry Oliver and other young- 
siers who found fame and riches under the Cameron 
dynasty, and they are now perhaps the most enter- 
prising and influential iron and steel makers in 
Pennsylvania. Their fortune is immense, and is 
so disposed that it grows with the growth ofthe 
Country, and of late years they have given much 
lime and money to incidental pleasures and pur- 


suits, 


A notable act of Andrew Carnegie was the gift of 
$50,000 forafree library in Dunfermline, the old 
Scottish town in which he was born. And by the 
way, he gave $0,000 also to a public library in 
Pitisburg, vroviding that the city 
should give certain privileges. While  visit- 
iting Dunfermline he also had restored, at his own 
expense, the old Abbey, thrice decayed and thrice 


patched up, in which are resting the bones of: 


Robert Bruce, the greatest of Scottish kings, the 
shameful neg’ect of which Robert Burns, prostrate 
on the headstone, denounced with hearty rage. He 
als) bought,or certainly tried to buy, Alloway 
Kirk, celebrated in Burns's poem of Tam 
O’shanter. 

Some years ago, William Black wrote a book 
called the ‘Adventures of a Phaeton,’’ which was 
the diary of a ride through England and Scotland 
by himself and wife, and was full of the most 
charming suggestions. Andrew Carnegie ascer- 
tained from the novelist the exact route of the 
phaeton town by town, and organizing a party of 
congenial friends took them as his guests ona 
duplicate trip. President Garfield had agreed to be 
one of this party, but his unexpected nomination 
at Cincimmati prevented his leaving the United 
States, 

It was perhaps his love of Scottish name and tra- 
dition that first attracted Mr. Carnegie to Dungeness, 
though it might well have been the natural beauty 
of the isle itself. Dungeness, the ancient seat of 
the Greenes, occupies about a third of 
Cumberland island, which averages, perhaps, two 
miles in width and twenty miles in length. The 
grounds of the old estate were 
laid off with [royal beauty ard com- 
prehension, and the old mansion was ‘equal to a 
baronial castle. Any fruit er fower of the tem per- 
ate or tropic zone flouritued at Dungeness, 
and it WAS above all Spots on 
Parth Ahe home of the rose. It was granted to 
Gonmral Nathaniel Greene by the state of Georgia 
and his residence stood at the intersection of five 
pacious avenues, over eath of which the branches 
of immense oaks were locked, and through which 
entrancing visions of ocean or garden or grove 
could be seen. The house was long since destroyed 
by fire. The gardensand grounds on which the 
best landscape gardeners of Europe spent years, are 
evergrown with riotous vegetatiou, and the grave 
of ‘‘Light-Horse Harry,’’ the father of General Rob- 
ert b.. Lee, is almost obliterated. Through all the 
waste and wilderness, however, traces of the old 
magnificence can be seen.

scrapings of their barnyard and fence-corners and 
the droppings of their cattle, and produce 
three tons of fertilizer equal to the best ammonia- 
ted superphosphate, that would cost $30 a ton. For 
$25 they get what has been costing them $90. And 
besides thie learn the admirable habit of economy, 
of saving, of husbanding all the resources of the 


farm.’’ 


“Will the sale of fertilizers for this season reach 
that of last year?”’ 

**Perhaps. Two years ago we inspected 154,000 tons 
Last year 127,000. This season up to April ist about 
117,000 tons. Of this years sale, however, a very 
large proportion is acid phosphates and kainit—to 
that while the tonnage is nearly es large.the money 
paid by the farmer is very much less, and the enrich- 
ment of the land very much more. I should say that 
there are more than double as many~—perbaps three 
times aS many—com post-heaps in Georgia this year 
as iast. And the compost-heap teaches a lesson that 
is never forgotten, and starts a reform that is nevor 
ended.’’ 


Colonel Redding of the department tells me that 
men have been selling recipes for making home- 
made fertilizers, in various sections of Georgia, 
with success. He says: ‘‘Their formula effectsa 
fine result. The basis ofthem al], is stable ma- 
nure and coiton seed, and acid phosphate and 
kainit. They throw in some cheap chemical to 
give exclusjveness to their formula. The body of 
the compost does the work, while the fancy chemi- 
cal flavor selis the formula.’’ 


Captain T. L. Langston predicts that the cotton 
crops of next season barring exceptional accident 
will surpass even the enormous crop of the present 
season. Commissioner Henderson is enciined to this 
view but will rot commit himseif until his May re- 
ports are in, and the totalsmade up. If the crop of 
1883-84 exceeds,or equals,that of 1882-83,Georgia will 
be full of men who will wish they had raised their 
own bread and meat.

Atianta, more than any southern city, bas needed 
a first-classclub, ‘Thecity is coatinually filled with 
strangers, many of whom bring letters to our busi- 
ness men, and who are due some sort of entertain- 
ment. Itis frequently not convenient toeither the 
host or visitor to give this entertainment at the 
home. The hotel or restaurant scarcely carries the 
full grace of hospitality. To order a perfect little 
dinner at the club and to invite two or three con- 
genial friends to meet a guest is the sub- 
titute that is universally adopted in larger cities. 
There are few business men in cities ranging from 
Richmond up, who do not hold membership ina 
club, where they can, without notice or inconyen- 
iencé, or serious expense, ga'her a few friends to 
discuss a satisfying dinner and talk over busiuess, 
politics or general affairs.

DEALING IN WILD ANIMALS, 

Carl Hagenback, the largest dealer in wild ani- 
mals in the world, who come over in the Elbe said 
to a Tribune interviewer: ! 

‘T have been a dealerin wild animals ever since 
I was fifteen years of age, and now I have agents in 
Nubia, India, South America, Algeria and Sumali. 
I send out my exp2ditions in September and they 
usually return the following July. Of course these 
expeditions are expensive. This is how I take 
care of my large stock of anima!s and curiosities: 
In one building, 120 by 50 feet, the tigers, lions and 
leopards are. kept. The elephants, dromedaries 
and ostriches occupy another, 150 by 40 feet. Two 
smaller buildings are devoted to alligators, snakes 
and smaller curiosities. I have 12 aviaries for my 
birds and two tanks for seals, I am obliged to keep 
a very large stock constantly on hand. There are 
in my garden at Hamburg today 7 Indian and 2 
African elephants, 24 ostriches, 24 boxes of snakes, 
2 zebras, 55 alligators, 53 giraffes,a doubledhorned 
rhinoceros, 15 camels, and a host of other things.’’ 

‘What does a good menagerie cost?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

‘‘4il the way from $25,000 up,’’ was the reply. 
‘Elephants bring from $1,500 fo $20,000—the cost of 
Jumbo. Some suakes are worth from $25 to $150. I 
send out a dozen manageries every year in Europe 
on my ownhook. I have furnished the United 
States with seven-eighths of all the animalsin her 
zoological gardens and menageries, Mr. Barnum, 
of course, is my largest purchaser.”’

Mr. Van Winkle Exhibiting Gis Bal! of Cotton Raised 
in the Steppes of Asia-—A Pad That Never 
Borete, But Has to be Broken Open by 
 ‘Meehinery—an Interesting Talk.

“Do you see that little piece of cotton”, 
said Mr. E. Van Winkle to Tue Constitution 
yesterday. In his hand he held a few locks 


of pure white cotton. 
“Ts that cotton possessed of a history?” was 


asked. 
“Yes, sir, it is Russian cotton, and was sent 
to me directly from Asiastic Russia.”’ 
“Tell me about it.”’ 
“Well, Ihave afriend over there who knew 
I was going into the manufacture of cotton 
seed oil mill machinery; so be sent mea bit 
of this cotton asa curiosity. It is not grown 
in European Russia, but comes from Asiastic 
Russia. You will notice that the staple is 
very short. This cotton never opens in the 
bolis like our American cotton, and has to be 
cracked open by machinery, especially 
made for the purpose. The climate there is 
only adapted for this kind of coUton, and will 
not grow the plant anything like as nearly 
. perfection as this country. Indeed, no other 
_ country on the globe produces cotton as per- 
fect as America. The elosed bolls of this 
Rnssian cotton, while it does not allow any 
dirt to get in, causes the fleece to become yel- 
low, because it has no chance to bleech in the 
sun.” . 
“When will you get ready to manufacture 
your cotton seed oil mills?” 

“Oh, we are ready now, and already have 
orders enough to last through the year. ‘ou 
see, while the cotton seed oil mill business 
has now assumed rather large proportions, 1t 
may practicaliy be called in its 
infancy, because the growth of 
American cotton has not reached 
by balfitslimit.

AFFAIRS OF THE OLD WORLD. 

Lire 1x Rvussta is subjected to many annoy- 
ances. No one is allowed to enter Russia 
without a passport duly vised, or to leave the 
country without permission from the author- 
ities. These passports are, however, of little 
use for detective purposes, as they simply 
contain the name, but give no description of 
the traveler. The hotel keepers at St. Peters- 
burg are obliged, under heavy penalties, to 
report to the police twice a day fhe aames of 
all travelers who enter or leave their hotels. 
Each householder in the city is compelled by 
the government to have a “dvornick’’ 
to watch his premises. These’ dvornicks 
are men of the peasant class who 
sit day and night wrapped in their 
sheepskins at the encrance of the houses, their 
office being apparently that of half watch- 
man, halfspy. An order was issued a short 
time ago that no one should walk in the 
streets of St. Petersburg without a passport, 
but the absurdity and annoyance of proceed- 
ings were such as tv compel the withdrawal 
of the order. Newspaper editors are only al- 
lowed to give on certain subjects such views 
as meet with the app:oval of the government 
and some questions they are prohibited dis- 
cussing. Foreign newspapers are stopped at the 
postoftice,eften held back altogether,and when 
delivered at all have any objectionable parts 
or paragraphs stamped out and made illegi- 
ble. Tbe London Times frequently appears 
with paragraphs or portions of the columns 
biocked outin this manner, A gentleman 
received his newspaper a short time ago with 
the whole of it cut away with the exception 
of the advertisements. It would take too 
long to enumerate the many petty and other 
annoyances which official zeal imposes on the 
ordinary life of the Russian people and which 
have to be accepted without public remon- 
strance or criticism. 

Tue Evcatyrtvs is being ps Ae as the 
best purifier of malarial districts. A debate 
took place recently in the Italian parliament, 
in which this subject was brought up. For 
some years past systematic agricultural oper- 
ations have been carried on at the Abbey of 
the Tre Fontane, in the Roman Campagna, 
and the results have been most satisfactory. 
At first the monks were obliged tolive within 
the city walls during the bad season; but 
since the ground has come under cultivation, 
and, above all, since the eucalyptus 
globulus has been planted on a large scale 
in the neighborhood, the Abbey has 
been inhabited all the year round, and the 
fevers from which its inmates still sometimes 
suffer are of a mild character and rarely fatal, 
whereas at the outset something like a fourth 
of the little community succumbed every 
year. The debate proved that the health of 
the 280 convicts employed on the works was 
satisfactory, the average annual Ceaths from 
malaria not exceeding three. The govern- 
ment has lately made a very large grant of 
lana in perpetuity to the Trappists, who have 
already planted on it no fewer than 100,000 
eucalyptus trees, which are all doing well. 
THe FRENCH ‘‘BRANDY’’ MERCHANTS are 
much moved at tbe publicity given to the 
tricks of theirtrade in the English newspa- 
pers. The figures given by their own minis- 
ter of agriculture in his recent report on the 
wines of 1882 are conclusive as to the act that 
the vineyards of the two Charentes, which 
alone supplied the genuine wine brandy, are 
ievetaiovably ruined. These two departments, 
which were devoted almest wholly to grape 
culture, gave 311,000 000 gallons of wine in 
1875. Last year they only gave one-eighth 
of that quantity, being a falling off 
of 273,000,000 gallons, and the 
quality was — execrable. The condi- 
tion of Charente proper, which produced the 
true cognac, is even worse, for the vintage 
only gave the twenty-second part of the,yield 
of 1875, and the ravages of phylloxera are 
each sticcessivye year going from bad to worse. 
In fact, the pest has now utterly des. royed 
througbout France nearly 2,000,000 acres of 
vineyards. Besides this, 1,600,000 acres more 
are now in different stages of destruction, 
which goes on at the rate of three years to 
each plant, for that. is the time the insect 
takes to kill the hardiest vine. 


SomE INTEKESTING DATA about the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria were recently given by 
Captain Walford, Royal Navy, in a lecture 
delivered in.London. The expenditure of 
ammunition was something out of all pro- 
portion to the damage done or the losses. of 
life sustained, The British ships fired 1,731 
rounds of heavy shells, of which the Inflexi- 
ble is credited with 88. From smaller guns 
1,467 solid shots were fired, while the aggre- 
gate number of bullets from Martini-Henry 
rifles, Nordenfeldand Gatling guns was 33,- 
493. The amount of powder exp!oded was 
1,318,565 pounds, of which the Inflexible fired 
39,900 pounds. The losses of the Egyptians 
have been variously estimated at from 280 to 
500 men, while the British loss was five killed 
and 28 wounded. Only 17 per centof the 
shots struck the fortifications, and the<77 
heavy gunscarried by the fleet fired on an 
average only 22 shots each during the entire 
bombardment. 


FIiGARO’S BALANCE SHEET for 1882 shows a 
remarkable prosperity of that strange journal 
in France. The receipts from all sources 
we.e $1,201,731, of which nearly $900,000 came 
from the circulation alone, and $204,342 from 
advertising. The expenses were only $650,- 
200, leaving nearly 40 per cent profit. Among 
the expenses are: Composition, $32,255; print- 
ingand paper. $306,000; editorial salaries, 


and others received $341,000, leaving about 
$168,000, of ‘which one-half was paid in a spe- 
cial dividend to the shareholders, at the rate 
of $5.42 per share. The capital of this paper 
is largely contributed by laundresses and ser- 
vant girls, and they have grounds to feel 
proud of the paper which they have helped to 
create,
